1, I am an attorney of record in the above-identified 
patent application. 

2. In response to a telephone call by my client 
regarding the status of the above- identified patent application, 
I called the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office on February 19, 
1993, and spoke with Tina Plunkett who stated that an Office 
Action had been mailed three months earlier. Since the Office 
Action had not been received, I specifically requested that the 
Office Action be mailed with a new effective mailing date.
